The total crash rate for light trucks (34.2) was close to the passenger car rate (33.2) but considerably higher than the large truck
rate (23.1).  The rate of fatal crashes was greatest for motorcylces(.28) followed by large trucks (.26).  Fatal crash rates for 
passenger cars and light trucks increased slightly from 2005.  The 2005 rates were .11 and .10 for cars and light trucks.

Failure to yield, inattention and driving too fast for conditions were the primary operator contributing circumstances in the categories of passenger 
car sport utility vehicles and light truck or van.  Failure to keep in proper lane/off road, driving too fast for conditions and inattention contributed to
42% of the crashes involving large trucks.  Operator causes for motorcycle crashes were most often driving too fast for conditions, failure to keep
in proper lane/off road, inattention, speeding and operating vehicle recklessly.
